The crowds began arriving In La 
por»e when the first trains from the 
East arrived shortly after 5 o’clock in 
the morning and each incoming train 
during tlie day added its quota. 
T h e two trolley lines which reach 
this city from surrounding districts 
were taxed «o their capacity.

ernor Magoon of Cuba as umpire. 
Secretary Taft soon expects to con­ 
clude his 
business relative to the 
canal administration and inspection 
and will sail for the United States in 
a few days.

sibility of identifying some of the un­ 
known victims of the farm resulted 
from their inquiries. 
The most definite information came 
from Olaf 
Lindbloe, 
610 
La 
Salle 
avenue, Chicago. 
He said his brother 
Themas 
worked 
for 
Mrs. 
Gunness 
three years ago and that the last let­ 
ter which he had from him said that 
Thomas intended to marry his em­ 
ployer. 
Olaf wrote to the woman a 
little later and she replied that Thom­ 
as Lindbloe had gone to St. Louis and 
that she bad had no word from him. 
Olaf Lindbloe viewed the unidentified 
corpses, but was unable to find any 
likeness to his brother in the decayed 
bundles of bones and flesh. 
The crowds began arriving in La­ 
porte when the first trains from the 
East arrived shortly after 5 o’clock in 
the morning and each incoming train 
during the day added its quota. 
The two trolley lines which reach 
this city from surrounding districts 
were taxed to their capacity. 
Loaded 
cars reached here at intervals of one 
hour from early morning until well 
into the afternoon. 
Restaurant keep­ 
ers were forced to bar their doors 
against the rush of hungry people. 
Way to Death Farm Easy. 
The strangers had no difficulty in 
finding their way to the death farm. 
The constant

Venezuelan Officials Fail to Bid Am er­ 
ican Minister Farewell.

An attem pt was made to make the 
temporary

permanent, 
but the objection w*as made that there 
had been no credentials presented, and 
no one knew who was entitled to a 
seat in the convention. 
A committee 
on credentials was thereupon appointed 
consisting of Messrs. Con O’Brien, J. 
W. Koop, and I*. E. McCabe.

The temporary 
organization 
was 
then made permanent without oppoef- 
tion.

Jennings 
Bryan for presidential nominee. 
The

Jundge Holland moved 
an additional instruction that the dele­ 
gation be instructed to work for John 
A. Johnson. 
A motion to adjourn was 
made and seconded but was 
voted 
down 
Judge Holland in his argument for 
his instruction urged strongly that the 
convention should instruct its delegates 
to vote for Johnson, so that they would 
know what they were sent there for. 
If the convention wanted them to vote 
for Mr. 
Bryan then the convention 
should declare that. 
The 
delegates 


should be told what was wanted of them. 
The convention, however, refused to 
express a choice for president, defeat­ 
ing the motion to instruct for Mr. 
Johnson by a vote of 12 to 9. 
The re­ 
sult of the action of the convention is 
to leave the choice of a presidential 
candidate to a majority of the dele­ 
gation.

from the ground 
The d e le g a t io n from the Aero club 
consisted of Augustus Post and It. L 
Bra hie. members of the aviation com- j 
niittee, and George II 
tiny and Mr 
Ward of the club 
The committee was 
appointed at a recent meeting In New 
York of the Aero dub. when Court 
Inndt Bishop, the president, observed 
that the balloon had no further w o r l d s 
to conquer and that henceforth the 
mission of the club would lie In the de 
velopment of a e r ia l flight. 
The Investigators arrived at the Long 
Island estate early the other day. They 
carried with them material for their 
machine. 
In a few hours Mr Braine 
had put together the first glider of 
the club. This consisted of n framework 
eighteen f«s*t long and live and a half 
feet high as it lay on the ground, with 
a width of five feet.
